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6) |EI Claim(s) 1-5. 7-25 is/are rejected. 
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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . In the amendment filed 07/1 4/2009, claims 1 -5 and 7-25 are 
pending and are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following Is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

3. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

4. Claims 1-5 and 7-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bowman-Amuah M.K. (US Pat No: 6529909) and in view of Daley K (US 
Pat No: 5650994). 

5. As regards claims 1-5 and 7-25 , Bowman-Amuah M.K. discloses a system for 
streaming conversion of data from a first system to a second system, comprising 

• an extractor component that extracts a unit of data from the first system; [column 
20, lines 25-34]; [column 293 lines 60-65] 

• a translator component that converts the unit of data from a first data format 
compatible with the first system to a second data format compatible with the 
second system; and [ column 44 lines 65 to column 45 lines 1] Fig 69. 

• Bowman-Amuah M.K. does not disclose a loader component that loads the unit 
of data converted to the second data format into the second system, and the 
extractor, the translator, and loader components convert the unit of data during 
normal operation of the first and second systems, wherein the normal operation 
comprises operating on data from the first system other than the unit of data from 
the first system during the conversion of the unit of data from the first system. 
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and wherein tlie extractor, translator, and loader components extract, convert, 
and load generally in parallel. 

Daley K discloses a loader component that loads the unit of data converted to the 
second data format into the second system, and the extractor, the translator, and 
loader components convert the unit of data during normal operation of the first 
and second systems, wherein the normal operation comprises operating on data 
from the first system other than the unit of data from the first system during the 
conversion of the unit of data from the first system, and wherein the extractor, 
translator, and loader components extract, convert, and load generally in 
parallel. [column 41 lines 40-50] 

It would have been obvious for a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time of 
the invention was made to use Daley K in the device of Bowman-Amuah M.K. 
The motivation would have been to the PVC controller in turn provides 
confirmation to the Level 1 Gateway 108. [column 41 lines 40-50] 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 1-5,7-25 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Examiner would like to draw the Applicant's attention to Bowman- 
Amuah (Patent 6529909). The references teach all the features disclosed in the 
claims. Bowman-Amuah teaches a first object attribute is directed to the attribute 
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converter for conversion to a first database value. A second database value is 
directed to the attribute converter for conversion to a second object 
attribute. [Abstract] 

Bowman-Amuah teaches streaming media including data. SMIL is based on 
XML and does not represent a specific media format. Instead, SMIL defines the 
tags that link different media types together. The language enables Web authors 
to sort multimedia content into separate audio, video, text, and image files and 
streams which are sent to a user's browser. The SMIL tags then specify the 
"schedule" for displaying those components by determining whether they should 
be played together or sequentially. This enables elaborate multimedia 
presentations to be created out of smaller, less bandwidth-consuming 
components, [column 42 lines 33-43] 

Bowman-Amuah teaches a controller used for " generally in parallel" streaming. 
The following is an example of a meta-directory product: Zoomit VIA-integrates 
network operating system directories, application databases, and human 
resource databases (includes Lotus cc:Mail, Lotus Notes, Novell NDS, 
MICROSOFT NT Domain Controller and Active Directory, MICROSOFT 
Exchange, Banyan VINES, Netscape Directory Server), thus allowing unified 
access and maintenance, [column 64 lines 29-39] 
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The following are examples of products that provide Domain services: Network 
Information Service (NIS)-Developed and licensed by Sun Microsystems for use 
in UNIX environments, NIS tracks user names, passwords, user IDs, group IDs, 
and host names (along with other system files) through a centralized NIS 
database. MICROSOFT'S Windows NT Server Domain Controller, [column 64 
lines 51-61] 

To use an analogy, the designer of a PC workstation would initially think in terms 
of logical components such as Disk Storage, Memory, Display, etc. These are 
analogous to Business Components. At some point in the design process, 
however, this thinking must become more precise. For example, Disk Storage 
might become a Hard Disk Drive and Disk Controller Card. These are analogous 
to Partitioned Business Components. And finally, the designer might use generic 
parts in the design of the Disk Controller Card, such as Memory Chips for cache, 
Bus Adapters, etc. These are analogous to Engineering Components, [column 
126-127 lines 64-07] 

For example, a business event controller class in a system must somehow 
specify the relationships between its relevant business components and the 
widgets which may interact with them on the application window. There are two 
fundamental approaches in specifying these relationships. The first is for an 
initialization method to be invoked in the controller which may perform the 
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processing required to define tliese relationsliips. Tlie other is for that business 
class to specify the bare minimum information required to infer these 
relationships such that a common architectural component can perform the 
actual processing required to define the relationships during runtime, [column 
186 lines 28-38] 

Applicant should conclude that the claimed limitations are unpatentable over the 
prior art cited.
